Repudiating Goebbels 


A GOOD sign of something new and 
healthy brewing in the national politi- 
cal scene was given by the U. S. Senate 
Thursday. It Was then that the upper house 
of Congress voted to overrule its own con- 
ference committee on the notorious Kerr 
amendment. oe 

By this act the Senate once more prevent- 
ed the removal from their governmental 
posts of three outstanding anti-fascists. In- 
e e as it may seem, the House had 
ordered these men to be stricken off the pay- 
roll because they had had the patriotism to 
stand up against Hitler before most mem- 
bers of Congress had seen fit to do so. 

The Senate decision was overwhelming, 
57 to 12, and it was effected by a coalition of 
Administration Democrats and progressive 
minded Republicans. The decision represents 
a new page in.the attitude of Congress on 
this question, one based on realities at last 
and not on the preachments of Dr. Goebbels 
and his echoes, Dies and Kerr. | 

Senator Sheridan Downing provided a 
valuable footnote to the. proceedings when 
he stated that the Supreme Court decision 
in the Schneiderman case weighed heavily 
in the Senate act. The forthright American 
move of the Supreme Court majority for the

We see how thoroughly Germany 
prepared for the robber war. Her 
industry, technica) skill, many years 
of experience and diligence—all 
were devoted to one thing alone, 
the coming attack. 


After stbjugating a number of 
European countries possessing a 
highly developed industry, such as 
France, Czechoslovakia and Bel- 
gium, Germany turned the van- 
quished states into her arsenals. 


Passing through the exhibition 
you pass through two years of for- 
midable battles.
